Pursuant to Section 1.46 of the Commission’s Rules,1 Yukon-Kuskokwim Health
Corporation (“YKHC”) and General Communication, Inc. (“GCI”), by its undersigned attorneys,
hereby request an extension of time until November 19, 2001 to Respond to the Petition for
Review filed by Unicom, Inc. (“Unicom”) in the above-referenced proceeding.

On October 9, 2001, Unicom, Inc. filed a self-styled complaint with the Universal
Service Administrative Company regarding YKHC procurement practices and related requests
for Rural Health Care Division (“RHCD”) funding.

YKHC and GCI opposed the Unicom
complaint on both procedural and substantive grounds, including Unicom’s standing to bring the
complaint.2

Commission rules provide that oppositions to a Petition for Review be filed within 10

days.3 If these rules apply to the filing by Unicom, the time for filing an opposition would expire
